Progress was made in both 
Houses on the governmental supply 
bills, which must be enacted before 
adjournment, and the controversial 
national economy measure. The 
House rejected Senate changes on 
the economy bill and conferees 
were named to adjust differences. 
House conferees appointed were 
Chairman McDuffie of the Econ- 
omy Committee and Representa- 
tives Douglas (Dem.), Arizona, and 
Wood (Rep.), Indiana, members of 
the commfttee. 
The Senate passed the District of 
Columbia appropriation bill and 
made the McNary farm relief bill 
the unfinished business, giving *“* 
preferred legislative status.

ARRESTED ON INCOME 
TAX EVASION CHARGE 


Former Head of Accounting 
Firm Had Been Sought 
Since 1930. 


T. Francis Campbell, former 
head of a St. Louis accounting 
firm, has been arrested in Chicago 
on an old indictment charging in- 
come tax evasion and is being re- 
turned to St. Louis. 

Campbell was indicted in Sep- 
tember, 193’, 16 months after his 
wife divorced him, but Depart- 
ment of Justice agents were un- 
able to find him until recently, 
said Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Claude M. Crooks. 

He is charged with an evasion 
of tax in 1927 when his gross in- 
come, according to the indictment, 
was $54,741, his legal deductions, 
$16,431, and the net income, $38,- 
289, on which it is alleged he owed 
the Government $2912. 

Campbell’s return for that year, 
the indictment alleges, was on a 
gross income of $24,531, with de- 
ductions of $13,924. leaving a net 
income of $10,603 upon which he 
paid $75.12. The Government al- 
leges Campbell owes $2836, ex- 
clusive of penalties, on the 1927 
income. 

Campbell was divorced May 28, 
1929, by Mrs. Carolyn M. Campbell, 
17 Southmoor Park, Clayton, who 
charged general indignities. She 
received an allowance of $400 a 
month after testifying that Camp 
vell’s income was between $50,000 
and $75,000 uw year.

Police in Investigation— 
Look Also for Other Pos- 
sible Explosives.

WASHINGTON, June i11.—The 
more than 12.000 bonus seekers 
here joined with police tonight in 
an effort to apprehend and deal 
swiftly with persons secreting arms 
or explosives in the encampments 
of the visiting war veterans. 

Discovery of dynamite charges 
complete with caps and fuses in the 
Anacostia flats receiving station 
put police, leaders and veterans on 
guard. The veterans’ own secret 
intelligence unit carefully searched 
the camp for radicals and possible 
stores of explosives. 

The explosives discovered con- 
sisted of two and one-half sticks 
of dynamite, hidden under bed 
ticking in an area vacated a few 
hours before by members of the 
Workers Ex-Service Men's League, 
a Communist organization. « Despite 
this fact, the veterans and police 
hesitated about accusing the rad- 
icals. The veterans’ leaders simply 
described the location of the ex- 
plosives as “significant.” Both po- 
lice and veterans said they de- 
stroyed the dynumite. 

G. O. P. Action Urged. 

Meanwhile, a committee of vet- 
erans left for Chicago to urge in- 
clusion of a bonus-payment plan in 
the Republican and Democratic 
platforms. Other groups’ started 
for surrounding cities to recruit ad- 
ditional veterans in an effort to in- 
crease the total to 50,000. 

A vote on whether to give formal 
consideration to the Patman reso- 
lution for immediate cash payment 
of the bonus will be taken in the 
House Monday.

Citizens’ Committee on § Relief 
and Employment, lacking $1,496,- 
000 for the funds needed for this 
year, cannot assist those who apply 
for help after Tuesday, it was an- 
nounced last night by P. H. Byrns, 
director general of the committee. 

Operations must be further cur- 
tailed, Byrns said, oy stopping, 
within a week or 10-days, assistance 
to some of the families now under 
care of relief agencies affiliated 
with the committee. By July 15 
the agencies wil] be required to 
discontinue help 0 about 55 per 
cent of the 25, 000° families now un- 
der their care. 

The announcement comes while 
efforts are being made to rush 
through the Board of ~ Aldermen 
special tax measures which would 
provide an additional $500,000 or 
more for municipal relief appro- 
priations, and to obtain relief 
funds trom the Federal Govern- 
ment. Whatever may be accom- 


ever, is.a matter for future de- 
velopment and the committee now 
faces a deficit for its operations 
in the current months. 

Meeting Held Thursday. 

Decision to refuse new applica- 
tions was reached at a meeting 
of the executive committee of 
the Citizens’ Committee Thurs- 
day. Mayor Miller’ and other 
members of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment were informed 
of the decision in a letter from 
Tom K. Smith, chairman of the 
committee. 

“If the Citizens’ Committee con- 
tinues to function on its present 
basis,” Smith said, “we will have 
a deficit of about $320,000 by the 
end of June. Thereafter we would 
incur deficits each month far in 
excess of that amount. By the 
end of the year, if we were to con- 
tinue without additional funds, the 
deficit would be close to $1,500,- 
000. 

“Inasmuch as the Citizens’ Com- 


mittee cannot incur a deficit, 
small or large, member agencies 
have been notified that the 


Citizens’ Committée will be unable 
to finafice any additional relief 
Joad. 

“More drastic steps will have to 
be taken within the next 30 days to 
bring expenditures down to a point 
in keeping with the available in- 
come. About 65 per cent of the 
25,000 families now receiving re- 
lief will have to be dropped.

“During the next week or 10 
days, the agencies will make a 
careful analysis of their case loads. 
Such families as will suffer the 
least by being thrown on théir 
own resources will be eliminated 
first. Reduction in case load will

LONDON, June 11.—Details of 
what? took place in the apartment 
of Mrs. Elvira Dolores Barney, 
when the body of Thomas William 
Scott Stephen was found there on 
the morning of May 31 were told 
today at a police court hearing into 
a murder charge against her. She 
ie the daughter of a wealthy stock 
broker and the divorced wife of an 
American singer. 

Dr. T. Durant, called to the flat 
after Stephen had been shot, said 
he .found Mrs. Barney hysterical. 
She threw herself down beside the 
body, Dr. Durant testified. and-re- 
peatedly kissed the dead man. As 
the doctor told his story, Mrs. Bar- 
ney sobbed in the prisoner's dock. 
Charles Wallace, for the prosecu- 
tion, charged that on May 19, near- 
ly two weeks before the fatal shoot- 
ing. Mrs. Barney had shot at 
Stephen “with intent to do him 
grievous bodily harm.” They had 
quarreled on that occasion, he said, 
and he promiged to produce a wit- 
ness who would testify to having 
,eard Ms. Barney declare: “Laugh, 
baby, for the last time.” 

Wallace also promised to present 
testimony that, on the morning of 
the fatal shooting, a few hours aft- 
er a cocktail party had been held 
in the apartment, Mrs. Barney 
ordered Stephen out of her house, 
crying that she hated him and 
threatening to shoot. The prose- 
cutor said the evidence would show 
that they had quarreled over an- 
other woman, that Mrs. Barney 
was jealous. 

One of the prosecution witnesses, 
Wallace continued, would testify 
that he heard a shot and then heard 
Stephen say, “Oh, God! What have 
you done?” Mrs. Barney's reply, 
according to the prosecutor, was: 
“Chicken! Chicken! I am sorry.” 

The hearing was continued to 
next week. 


LAUNDRESS TO GET $2833 
FROM PAUL BROWN ESTATE

One Man Was Lying on 


C 1 Before Shooti

A Coroner's verdict of homicide 
at the hands of unknown persons 
was returned at an inquest at Ov- 
erland yesterday in the murder of 
Ben and Clarence Dody, father and 


son employed as srikebreakers by 
the General Material Co., who were 
shot Friday morning in a 

settied section of es 

The verdict was followed by the 
release of 34 of the 41 men, in- 
cluding union sympathizers and 
strikebreakers, rounded up by po- 
lice in their investigation of vic- 
lence growing ouc of the strike. 
Five were required to give bond of 
$2000 each. Two were held for 
further questioning after all 41 
were taken to Overland from Po- 
lice Headquarters in three patrol 
wagons. Only two were called as 
witnesses. 

Mrs. Edward Ernst, 9030 Summit 
avenue, Jennings, testified she and 
her mother, Mrs. Ance Jordan, were 
picking berries in a field near their 
home at 5:45 a. m., when she no- 
ticed several men turn into Sum- 
mit avenue, an unpaved road, from 
Florissant avenve, which is several 
hundred yards distant from where 


She watched the men, she said, 
and was surprised to see one of 
them lie on the ground. A second 
man began at the man on 
the ground, while a third man 
backed slowly away. The man with 
the pistol then turned and fired at 
the third man, who fell. The slayer 
ran toward a small dark colored 
automobile parked in Florissant 
avenue and drove away, she said. 

Mrs. Ernst was quoted by county 
officers shortly after the shooting 
to the effect that she saw four men 
im the group. Yesterday. however, 
she declared she saw but one man 


er, she said. 

Constable Ruby Baumer testi- 

fied he was notified of the killings 
by Mrs. Ernst, and hurried to the 
scene in his car. On reaching Sum- 
mitt avenue he found Ben Doby 
crawling on hands and knees, try- 
ing to get to Florissant avenue, the 
main thoroughfare. Dedy was 
wounded twice in the neck, and 
was unable to speak, Baumer said. 
In response to a question, “who did 
nt?" Deoby mumbled “Bill” ‘or 
“Bull.” Baumer said. 
Roy Coughlin, 2105 Cleveland 
avenue, East St. Louis, a strike- 
breaker, related he worked with 
Ben Dody at the General Materia!

er lines of activity was maintained 
at a higher rate than.in manufac- 
turing, it is assumed that the de- 
cline in wages and salaries for the 
whole country was somewhat less, 
or about 15 per cent. 

The total wage and salary bill 
of the country in 1929 approxi- 
mated $52,000,000,000. A 15 per 
cent decline would amount to about 
$7,800,090,000, leaving the’ wage 
and salary bill for 1930 at $4¢4,. 
200,000,000. : 

The total manufacturing wage 
bill for 1931 a# estimated by the 

eral Reserve Board was $7,- 
019,000,000. A decline from 1930 
of 25 per cent. It is estimated that 
wages and salaries in other lines 
of activity decline, because of un- 
employment and wage cuts, by at 
least the same proportiof. Thus 
the wage and salary bill for 1931 
is estimated to have been $11,050,- 
000,000 smaller than in 1930, or a 
total decline for the two yéars of 
$18,850,000,000. 

In other words the wage and 
salary bill for 1931 stood at $33.,- 
160,000,000, as compared with 
$62,000,000,000 in 1929. 

The estimate of the decline for 
the two yedrs ig regarded by Lubin 
as highly conservative. It runs 
mutch lower than the figures of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
an estimate made by Prof. W. M. 
Leiserson of Antioch College. 

Almost Cut in Halves. 

Lubin’s figures are conservative 
also in comparison with tables 
published Feb. 17, 1932, by the 
magazine, “The Business Week,”’ 
under the heading “What Hap- 
pened to the Américan Pocketbook. 
1929 to 1931.” It is there estimated 
that the wage and salary income 
of persons connected with all in- 
dustries in the United States 
dropped from $47,889,000,000 to 
$24,9232,000,000—decrease of 47.95 
per cent—and that all the forms of 
business income fell from $33,113,- 
000,000 to $17,061,000,000—a de- 
crease of 48.5 per cent. Civil and 
fiduciary income, including the 
pay of all government employes, 
téachers’ salaries, life insurance 
payments to policy holders, and 
pensions, bounties, etc., paid by all 
Government divisions, increased 22 
per cent, or from $8.572,000,000 to 
$10.459,000,000. 

The grand total of all these forms 
of income as computed by “The 
Business Week” was $89,584,000,- 
600 in 1929 and $52,446.000,000 in 
193i—a decline of 41.46 per cent. 

“This is the greatest decline in 
national income of which we have 
any record,” comments the maga- 
zine, “and brings the figure for 
1931 approximately back to the av- 
erage level of 1917-18. The defla- 
tion from the peak figures of 1929 
was about 41.5 per cent, somewhat 
in excess of the decline in the 


volume of general business activity 


as measured by any of the usual 


indexes, and almost three times as 


great as the decline between 1920 
and 1921.” 
Price Levels Wiped Out. 

A chart published with the article 
“shows how the inflation of the na- 
tional income during the war and 
post-war years, accompanying the 


tremendous rise in price levels, was 
almost wiped out by the end of 
1930. During 1931, the national in- 
come fell far bélow the normal line 
of increase based on the average 
rate of growth for the 50 years pre- 
ceding the war, 

“The dotted line in the chart, in 
which the effect of changes in the 
general price level is eliminated, 
indicates that the decline in na- 
tional income in 1930 and 1931 was 
considerably more than can be ac- 
counted for by mere changes in the 
valué of the dollar and represents 
an actual contraction of the current 
national purchasing power on a tre- 
méndous scale, bringing it back to 
the 1921 level. The chart is a 
graphic demonstration of the de- 
structive effects of an uncontrolled 
défiation, on the standard of liv- 
ing.” 

The National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board recently undertook a 
survey to determine the extent to 
which salaries and wages have been 
cut during the depression—a sub- 
ject, says the board, concerning 
which “there has been a tendency 
to avoid publicity.” 

Reports From Employers. 

A report on the survey is pub- 
lished in the board's May 30, 1932, 
“Service Letter on Industrial Re- 
lations.” Replies were received 
from 1718 concerns. They ¢m- 
ployed 3,258,666 persons in 1929. 
The total employment had declined 
to 2,391,009 in 1932, a reduction of 
26.6 per cent. 


“The results of this survey,” says 
the board, “indicate that the policy 
of reducing compensation scales has 
become widespread. On the basis 
of information from 1718 cOncerns 
in the leading fields of American 
business it appears that 80.5 per 
cent of these companies have re- 
duced executive salaries, 81 per cent 
have reduced other salaries ard 
75.4 have reduced wage rates.” 


President Hoover in his Indian- 
apolis speech last summer, using 
figures of the Department of Com- 
merce, estimated that the average 
annual production of movable goods 
in the United States before the de- 
pression was about $50,000,000,000, 
and that this had been cut by $12,- 
000,000,000, 

Why this tremendous shrinkage? 

The figures on the decjine of pur- 
chasing power represented by wages 
and salaries—a decline which hag 
become constantly heavier—supply 
the biggest part of the answer. 


Evidence accumulates of a 
growing realization that the pur- 
chasing power of the masses can 
only be restored by giving them 
jobs. President Hoover—and with 
him Senator La Follette—urged his 
payless furlough plan in the Gov- 
ernment service, in preference to 
other wage reduction plans, on the 
ground that the former would not 
only keep employes from being 
turned off, but weuld permit the 
addition of workers. He called 
upon the Government to accept, in 
its emergency. the principle of the 
five-day week. 

Only in one way, it is realized, 
can jobs-be given to all, and that 
is by shortening the hours of work. 
No other answer is mathematically 
possible.

The same is true of 
restrictions by the past Government 
limiting Hitler's freedom to agitate. 
These will probably be rescinded. 

Paradoxical as it may sound, all 
this is being done not to favor the 
Nazis, bug .on the contrary, with 
the realization in view that the 
Government's past sharp uncom- 
promising attitude toward Hitler 
helped him attain the continually 
mounting successes which are ex- 
plainable only by the acute eco- 
nomic and moral crisis prevalent 
among the German people. 

Tests in New Election. 

The present Government believes 
that by slackening governmental 
restrictions against the Hitler party 
it will no longer be enabled to play 
the role of martyr and that the 
ultimate effect wil be the reverse. 
The test should be in the coming 
elections.

Senate Market Investigators 
to Take Up Case of 
Cleveland Investment 


Company. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 11.—After 
a difference of opinion that took 
more than an hour behind closed 
doors to settle, the Senate Banking 
Committee decided today to direct 
its stock market investigation to 
Continental Shares, a Cleveland in- 
vestment company, when hearings 
are resumed next Thursday. 
Chairman Norbeck (Rep., 8. D.), 
said the committee decided to have 
an investigator, David Stock, pre- 
sent his testimony on the opera- 


tions of the company and to give 
Cyrus Eaton of Cleveland oppor- 
tunity to testify at the same time, 

Senator Bulkley (Dem., Ohio), 
vigorously objected to an attempt 
to have Stock present his testimony 
at a hearing earlier in the day. 
Bulkley contended it was unprece- 
dented and “not ah orderly way” 
to proceed for the committee to 
permit an expert to “go on in a 
public hearing and make statements 
reflecting on the honesty of a citi- 
zen of the United States when he 
is not given an opportunity to be 
heard.” 

Bulkley asserted “the subject 
matter of this controversy is the 
subject matter of litigation pend- 
ing in the courts” and so, he main- 
tained, should not be taken up. 

Norbeck said he thought the mat- 
ter should be presented as “an un- 
usual case, the only case that has 
been before us with a tax-dodging 
feature.” Norbeck also said it now 
appeared that if the hearing on 
Continéntal Shares were postponed 
until the litigation were concluded 
it could not take place béforée Con- 
gress adjourns. 

The committee expects busy ses- 
sions at the end of next week. 
Among the cases scheduled to come 
up is that of the Fox Film Cor- 
poration, scheduled also for Thurs- 
day.

Her total effective fighting force 
is 7,086,476 officers and men, not 
counting the navy. 

Germany and France. 

Germany's army is limited by the 


Versailles Treaty to 100,000 officers 
and men. In 1931 Germany had 
3798 officers and 94,900 men, in 
her army. Furthermore, Germany 
has no big guns, no tanks, no mo- 
bile heavy artillery, no submarines, 
no warships over 10,000 tons and 
no military oF naval aircraft or 
airforces. France's air-force totals 
32,340 officers and men and 2800 
fighting planes. 

So far as Germany is concerned, 
if she were to go to war with 
France tomorrow (and that would 
mean war against France's allies, 
Poland, Czecho-Slovakia and Bel- 
gium) she could mobilize, for every 
10 kilometers of her frenatiers 
(about six miles) only 243 men, 
equipped with two light machine 
guns and rifles. For every 10 
kilometers of front she would have 
in addition seven light guns and 
28 Nght and two heavy macnine 
guns. 

France, on the other hand, could 
mobilize on every 10 kilometers of 
the western front of Germany, 69,- 
122 soldiers armed with 23 ‘ight 
and 25 heavy guns, 318 light and 
2653 heavy machine guns, three 
anti-aircraft guns, 36 airplanes and 
41 tanks. 

The Belgians could throw agiinst 
Germany on every 10-kilometer 
sector 28,431 men armed with 38 
light and 17 heavy guns, three anti- 
aircraft guns, 187 light and 75 
heavy machine guns, 14 tanks and 
15 airplanes. 

The Poles could mobilize on

BILL SIGNED BY HOOVER 


Transfer of Young U. S. Of- 
fenders to State Courts ‘Step 
Foward,’ He Says. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, June 11.~—De- 
claring it “an important step for- 
ward” in legal procedure, President 
Hoover today signed a bill author- 
izing the transfer of juvenile delin- 
quency cases from Federal to ju- 
venile courts. 

The measure was proposed orig- 
inally by the Wickersham Commis- 
sion as a means of securing justice 
for young delinquents in their home 
communities where they were 
known rather than in some distant 
Federal cour:. 

In signing the measure in the 
presence of Attorney-General! 
Mitchell, the President said: 

“I have today signed the bill au- 
thorising the transfer of the cases 
of juvenile delinquents from the 
Federal system of criminal justice 
to Juvenile Courts in their home 
communities, provided these Juve- 
nile Coyrts are willing to accept 
them. 

“This measure if an important 
step forward in that it sets an ex- 
ample through its recognition by 
the Federal Government of the 
principle that even the relatively 
small number of juveniles in the 
Federal system should be handied 
on a modern scientific basis. 

“It is also a recognition by the 
Federal Government of the Juve- 
nile Court as the proper plece for 
the handling of the cases of ail 
juveniles, and is an acceptance of 
the principle that juvenile offend- 
ers are the product of and the re- 
sponsibility of their home commu- 
nities. 

“This step was recommended in 
one of the reports of the National 
Commission on Law Observance 
and Enforcement, was included in 
the recommendations in the Presl- 
dent’s message to Congress, and 
has had the active interest and ap- 
proval of social workérs all over 
the country.” 

In its report, the Wickersham 
Commission pointed out that in 
some cases juveniles would have to 
be transported long distances un- 
der the proposed system in order 
to return them to their own com- 
munitican Onve there, however, it 
was contended justice could be Det- 
ter administered. 

The report contained a denuncia- 
tion of the treatment accorded 
some juveniles after their trans- 
fer to reformatories. It described 
cases of whipping with lashes, of 
solitary confinement without bed- 
ding and of poor shelter and tood.

A virtual invitation to all foreign 
countries to remove their gold was 
contained in an announcement that 
effective next Monday New York 
banks would reduce interest on 
Foreign Central Bank deposits one- 
half, The prevailing rate, which 
expired today, was one per cent. 
The new rate will be one-half of 
one per cent. 

Short-term foreign balances now 
in this country subject to with- 
drawal are estimated at $200,000,- 
000 or less. The total of foreign 
balances here, including long-term 
investments and short-term bank 
balances, is estimated as below 
$900,000,000, which in terms of in- 
ternational finance is regarded as 
small. 


Coincident with the reduction in 
bank rates on foreign balances, 
which normally would accelerate 
the outflow of foreign capital, 
there has been a reversal in trend. 
This is shown in the foreign ex- 
change market which this week 
turned definitely favorable to the 
dollar. 

The Federal Reserve Board, in 
its monthly statement, said the to- 
tal gold supply of this country on 
June 8&8 was $3,980,000,000. Offi- 
clais have said that foreign nations 
could withdraw al) their credits and 
not noticeably affect the gold sup- 
ply of the nation.

HAT criminals as a 
class have physical 
characteristics that 
distinguish them 
‘trom law-abiding 
} citizens is the con- 
clusion redvehed by 
4 Harvard University 
m scientists, who foi 
the past five years 
have been making a detailed study of 
the criminal populations of 10 states. 

Not only do criminals as a group 
show definite physical deviations from 
the. normal population, but the addi- 
tional fact is established that criminals 
differ markedly among themselves, ac- 
cording to the nature of their crinie, 
bootleggers and forgers, for instance, 
showing as a class characteristics that 
distinguish them, from first-degree 
murderers. . 

The conclusion that this stamp of 
evil exists, in many forms and intricate 
ramifications, has been arrived at 
through the study of more than 2,000,- 
000 measurements of 16,000 criminals, 
collected under the direction of Dr 
Earnest A. Hooton, Professor of An 
thropology at Harvard University. 

“A curious and well-nigh incredib)e 
relationship of body build to nature 
of offense in white criminals,’’ and a 
noticeable divergence of American 
first-degree murderers from _ other 
types of criminals, are among the 
most significant findings so far an- 
nounced. The investigation has been 
going on for five years now, and will 
take at least anotber year, according 
to Prof. Hooton, before it is completed. 
There remains yet a great mass of 
data to study and analyze, and when 
the report on the investigation is final- 
ly published it will probably require 
three or four good-sized volumes. 

Nevertheless, some extremely inter- 
esting facts have already come to light, 
and sociologists, psychologists and 
criminologists, not to mention lawyers, 
judges and laymen, are studying Prof. 
Hooton's findings with considerable 
interest, as they promise, for the firat 
time in history, to establish scientif- 
ically the relation between the physical 
makeup of the criminal and his crime, 

The information gathered about 
each criminal is of this sort: birth- 
place, age, nationality, nationality of 
parents, occupation, marital status, off- 
spring, education, intelligence rating, 
nature of offense, previous convictions, 
stature, weight and many other bodil) 
measurements and characteristics, such 
as color of eyes, hair and skin, exact 
shape of: skull; and about 80 other 
physical measurements, in addition to 
facta that pertain to. pathology. 
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The scope of the investigation may 
be seen from the fact that an average 
of 120 facts have been recorded for 
each of the 18,000 persons examined, 
or a total of 2,160,000 facts to be com- 
pared and studied. 

These facts were gathered by Dr. 
Hooton and his assistants, who in 1927 
went forth with. calipers and other 
measuring devices to obtain facts 
about inmates of Massachusetts penal 
institutions. The work was extended 


gradually until prisoners of Texas, Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Colorado, Missouri, 
Wisconsin, Tennessee, Kentucky and 
North Carolina were included. 

Since it seemed to be of no use to 
measure criminals unless the measure- 
ments could be compared with those of 
the normal, law-abiding population, a 
number of non-criminals, sufficient to 
act as a ‘‘control,”’ were examined. 


HE Massachusetts militia al- 
| lowed themselves to be used for 
this purpose. Likewise, in study- 
ing the criminal insane, it was neces- 
sary to measure the civil insane for 
comparison, so that 2000 of the 18,000 
subjects are not of the criminal ciass. 
“So far as I have gone,’ says Prof. 
Hooton, commenting on the mass of 
data he is studying, ‘‘it is perfectly ob- 
vious that every category of criminal, 
whether divided by type or crime, ra- 
cial type, or parentage and nativity, is 
physically smaller than and inferior to 
a corresponding type of individual ip 
the law-abiding population. 7 
“It is also obvious that murdereis 
are usually uneducated. First and sec- 
ond degree murderers lead all other 
criminals in illiteracy. Rebbers and 
forgers are a much better educated

class. In one group of 6000 inmates 
of reformatories and penitentiaries, 3 
per cent only have attended college. 

“Further examination of this same 
group, made up of 6000 white crim- 
inals from 10 states, shows that in the 
true Nordic type, as indicated by pure 
blue eyes, yellow or ash-blond hair and 
long head, there are few convictions 
for homicide. But this type is also re- 
markable for its enormous excess of 
forgers. But in the class we call ‘‘pre- 
dominately Nordic,’’ murderers are not 
so scarce. 

First degree murderers of native, 
white parentage and of what might be 
called English-Scotch origin, are mark- 
edly different from other criminals of 
similar background. 

‘These first-degree murderers,”’ says 
Dr. Hooton, ‘diverge significantly 
from the criminal population in that 
they are older, heavier, taller, bigger- 
chested, with greater head circumfer- 
ence, narrower foreheads, longer and 
relatively narrower noges, broader 
jaws, broade ears, relatively narrow- 
er shoulders, relatively shorter trunks, 
relatively longer hips, less head hair, 
tore body hair, straighter hair, more 
pronounced forehead slope, more con- 
vex noses, fewer and poorer teeth, both

flatter and more projecting ears, less 
facial symmetry, and other differences. 
Some of these differences are no doubt 
due to the higher average of this class 
of prisoner, but only a small percent: 
age of them can be accounted for on 
that ground. 

‘“‘Among those sentenced for assault 
charges I find a very high proportion 
of red-headed people, which seems to 
uphold the popular belief that red- 
headed people are quick to vent their 
anger. 

“On the other hand, among native 
white sex offenders, other than those 
charged with rape, we find a dispro- 
portionately large number with black 
-——not just dark—hair. We find that 
§ per cent of other 
criminals of the same racial origin have 
black hair, but among the sex offend- 
ers the proportion is doubled, which is 
a significant increase when based on a 
large number of cases. 

“Surprisingly enough, all Negro 
samples, whether pure Negro or Ne- 
groid, show up very favorably with the 
whites in sex offenses. In spite of a 


widely circulated belief to the con- 
trary, our records indicate that the 
Negro perpetrates fewer personal at- 
tacks of a certain sort than the white 
man. 

“Although we have found such to 
be the case among the whites, I do not 
yet know whether the full-blooded 
Negro is differentiated in physical type 
according to the nature of the crime. 
The prison Negro does not exhibit the 
inferiority of size when compared with 
his civilian brother which is so strik- 
ing in the case of the native white 
criminal. The mixed, or Negroid, erim- 
inals differ among themselves in phys- 
ical type according to offenses, but not 
as markedly as do native whites. 


OOP euite criminal Negroids are 
quite distinct from civilian 
Negroids, but resemble civil- 
ian non-college Negroids more closely 
than they resemble those who have 
undergone higher education—indicating 
that the type that seeks college educa- 
tion is somewhat different from the 
type that doesn't. The civilian college 
Negroids are much bigger physically 
than Negroid criminals. 

“I think that as our study pro- 
gresses we may find that racial types 
as indicated by physical features are 
less important factors in crime than 
national groupings are. When the 
whole series of native-born criminals 
of native parentage is compared with 
a sample of the non-criminal popula- 
tion of the same origin, it is apparent 
that in the sum total of their metrical 
and proportional features the crim- 
inals are also distinct from the civil-

The final decree was awarded to Mrs 
Chavis on November 18. 19164 
HAVIS did not contest the ac- 


tion. He had, in fact, been sep- 
arated from his wife for some 
months before the divorce was grant- 
ed. At about the time Mrs. Chavis 
was given her divorce he left Phila- 
delphia, went West, and never again 
was seen by his wife or child. 
According to the story which Mrs. 
Chavis now relates, her husband's fail- 
ure to provide for her or her son left 
her in desperate circumstances. Some 
years before she had been in an acci- 
dent that injured her foot and left her 
permanently lame, and she was un- 
able to find employment. She could 
not turn for help to members of her 
family, owing to the strained relations 
existing because of the fight over her 
grandfather's will. And though her 
mother. Mrs. Gillen, who lived with 
her. was due to inherit a considerable 
fortune when the will controversy was 
settled. she was not yet able to obtain 
her share of Judge Simmons estate. 
It was then that Mrs. Chavis decid- 
ed to put her son in the hands of other 
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Margaretta Gillen Chavis, and her attorney, 
Col. Edward Thomas Moore. 


It 
was known that the 
fashionable Spence 
School for Girls in New 
York maintained a sort 
of orphanage. The pur- 
pose of the ‘orphanage 
seemed to be to provide 
the pupils of the school 
with some practical ex- 
perience in the care and 
training of infants.

Adolf Dankberg, as

N 1880 Adolf Dank- 
berg was a dashing 
and festive fellow, 
an officer of Ger-

A few years later, Dankberg, still 
wealthy, was a gentleman adventurer, 
light-heartedly taking part in the 
scramble of European nations for 
slices of Africa; bearing arms in one 
cause after another, chiefly interested 
in having a good gun and a good 
horse, a chance to shoot and be shot at 
every now and then, some lively com- 
panionship and a bit of champagne oc- 
casionally to wash from his throat the 
dust of trek and battle; drifting about 
such glamorous places as Zanzibar, 
Madagascar and the Kalahari Desert;

But few 
of them could have surpassed the col- 
orful variety of his experiences.

tended a cadet school and, after addi- 
tional military training, was ‘commis- 
ioned an ensign in the Ninth Dra- 
goons, and stationed at Metz. He leda 
gay life, spent money lavishly. As the 
wealthiest officer in his regiment, he 
had inany opportunities to lend to his 
associates, and missed few of them. He 
didi't expect the loans to be repaid, 
and most of them weren't. His fortune 
began to decrease so rapidly that the 
young dragoon was legally declared a 
spendthrift, and an administrator was 
appointed to conserve his property. 
For a good many years thereafter 
Dankberg had to get along as best he 
could on an allowance. He says one 
of the succession of administrators 
spent more of his money than he did 
himeelf. 

As a result of special training re- 
ceived in a gymnastic school in Berlin 


inan of excellent family. 
manufacturer, left, on 
osmtate 
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and a riding school in Hanover, to 
which he had been sent as representa- 
tive of his regiment, Dankberg was 
made brigade instructor in horseman- 
ship and swordsmanship for the non- 
coms and men of his brigade and di- 
vision instructor of swimming. 

During swimming instruction in the 
Moselle River, near Metz, one day, a 
private of the Eighth Bavarian Infan- 
try sank and a corpora! of the same 
regiment went to his rescue. The 
drowning man seized the other and 
both went down. Dankberg dived for 
them. One of the men had a full beard. 
Dankberg grabbed the beard, punched 
its owner in the face and managed 
to get the two men separated, after 
which he brought them to the sur- 
face. He received Prussian and Ba- 
varian decorations for that bit of 
life-saving. 

Duels were fairly numerous in those 
days among army officers and stu- 
dents. Dankberg fought two. The 
first didn’t amount to much. It was 
with one of his most intimate friends 
and involved a woman and some ob- 
scure point of honor. THe duelists 
used pistols at 25 yards. They fired 
three shots each without doing any 
damage—-they didn’t want to do any 
—-and honor was perfectly satisfied. 


HE second duel was the reai 
thing. It was with a reserve 
officer, a wealthy man, who 
joined the regiment for the annu- 
al maneuvers, Before he left he 
tried to collect a small amount of 
money which he said Dankberg owed 
him. Dankberg maintained he didn’t 
owe it. When the reserve officer re- 
turned home he sent Dankberg a dun 
on a postal card. Everybody agreed 
this was a major insult and that a duel 
must be fought. The reservist was re- 
called to Metz and the affair was ar- 
ranged. Cavalry sabers were the 
weapons. 

Young Adolf awakened early on the 
morning of the duel and prepared him- 
self for the battle by drinking two bot- 
tles of champagne. At 5 a. m. the 
principals and their attendants met in 
the garden adjoining the barracks. The 
final preliminaries were carried out. 
Dankberg and his opponent held their 
blades together, point to hilt. The 
umpire swept them up with his own 
sword, and the deadly business began. 
It lasted seven minutes—tremendous. 
swing slashes, wrist-jarring parries, 
virtually no footwork. The reservist 
had belonged to a student corps in 
the university and was an 
swordsman. But

ended the fight; it cut 
through part of his opponent's face. 

A ,month later the reservist died 
from his wound. His conqueror was 
sentenced to five years’ imprisonment 
in a military fortress, but Emperor 
Wilhelm I gave him the privilege of

Egypt he went, with let- 
ters to British officers, 
among them a Captain Kitch- 

ener. He was sent to Khar- 
toum in the Sudan, accepted for 
service as a gentleman dispatch rider, 
and assigned to a small outpost of 20 
white men and 40 Soudanese, stationed 
a few miles from Khartoum. For two 
months it was a lazy, uneventful life. 
Then one moonlight night a body of 
mounted dervishes swept down on the 
camp, shot it up until the defenders’ 
fire became too heavy, and rode away. 
Three nights later there was another 
attack and Dankberg was wounded, a 
bullet striking him in the top of the 


head. That ended his Egyptian cam- 
paign. After several weeks in hospital 


he boarded a ship at Lisbon for New 
York. 


The vessel was the Hamburg-Amer- 


ican liner Friesia. At Quarantine in 
New York harbor, a child fell over- 
board and its mother jumped in after 
it. After the two of them went Dank- 
berg. He supported the child and the 
woman floated until they were taken 
aboard. A few weeks later, in St. 
Louis, Dankberg received a diamond- 
studded watch from passengers on the 
Friesia. 

The exile traveled about the United 
States until he reached Denver. There

he won $42,000 at 
faro one day, and lost 
$24,000 the next. He 
made a solemn vow 
never to gamble again, 
and with: his $18,000 
winnings went to Austra- 
tia. Before long he was 
back in the United States. 
He took up a homestead in 
Wisconsin,worked in a lum- 
ber camp, decided he would 
like to make this country 
his home. He took out his 
first naturalization papers. 
Before this project could be 
carried further, Wilhelm 1 
pardoned Dankberg and he 
returned to Germany and 
his old regiment, The next 
few years were spent in the 


uniform of the Ninth 
Dragoons. This compara- 
tively uneventful period 


was ended by a love af- 
fair. 
Making a bit too merry 
in a Berlin cafe one eve- 
ning, Lieutenant Dank- 
berg was thrown out. 
Undismayed, he wait-

ed only long enough to have his head 
bandaged, then moved on to an ice 
skating rink, accompanied by servitors 
bearing a large quantity of wine for 
the patrons of that establishment. And 
there he saw a girl whom, he realized 
immediately, he was going to marry. 
Despite his disfiguring bandages, she 
soon seemed to feel the same way 
about it. 

There were difficulties in the way of 
the romance, of course. The girl was 
a beauty, a singer and an actress. But 
she was also the daughter of a non- 
commissioned officer, which placed 
her, in the military view, in a differ- 
ent caste from that of her suitor, who 
was now a Captain. When he married 
her, in 1888, he knew and accepted 
the penalty: resignation from _ the 
army. But he says the army authori- 
tles were very decent about it, since 
he was losing his chance of promo- 
tion and retirement, they let him

leave the service with rank 
of Major. 

Marriage did not smooth 
the course of this love af- 
fair. The Dankbergs were 
divorced in 1892 and remarried in 
1900; divorced again in 1906, and re- 
married within a year. Mrs. Dankberg 
died in 1925. ° Only then did the ro- 
mance end. 

After leaving the army Dankberg 
was restiess. He found difficulty in 
adjusting himself to civilian life. He 
traveled a good deal in Europe and 
Asia. When the opportunity came to 
take part in an African expedition be- 
ing organized by Dr. Karl Peters, he 
seized it. Dr. Peters was a German 
explorer, important in the founding 
of German East Africa. 


| ANKBERG went to Zanzibar to 
]) oe Peters. Learning that he 


would have to wait some time 

for his chief, he made a trip to Victor- 
ia Falls as the guest of Tippo Tip, an 
Arab ivory and slave trader. Then he 
was sent into the Zambezi country 
with another Peters’ lieutenant to re- 
cruit Zulus for Peters’ expedition. It 
seemed to be Peters’ purpose to take a 
formidable fighting force into terri- 
tory of uncertain political status and 
strengthen German influence there. 
But the recruiters found the na- 
tives averse to becoming in- 
volved in the affair, and only 
a few were enlisted. Run- 
ners were sent to Peters, 
and while waiting for 
his orders to arrive 
the party encamped 
within a thorn-bush 
stockade. This was 
in the Kiliman- 
jaro district § in 
East Central Af- 
rica. Here the 
party, consisting 
of about 20 white 
men and a slightly 
larger number of 
natives, withstood 
two attacks by Ma- 
sai, armed with as- 


sagais, and poisoned 
arrows. Both attacks 
were at night. The as- 


sailants repeatedly rushed 
the stockade, trying to tear 

down the thorn-bushes and set 
them afire, while the defenders 

kept up a hot fire with their Maus- 
er rifles. Two of the defenders were 
killed by poisoned arrows and several! 
were wounded by assagais. 

' The evening after the second fight 
Peters reached the camp. Accompa- 
nied only by four or five of his offi- 
cers, the daring explorer had come 
through the lurking besiegers ahead of 
his main force of 150 men. When these 
troops arrived Peters had about 20 
men under his command, and he called 
on the Masai to surrender. 

They did. 

Dankberg returned to Zanzibar and 
was informed that the Sultan of that 
country was going to decorate him 
with the Star of Zanzibar. But he also 
learned that he was expected to pay a 
round sum for the honor, so he decided 
to get along without it. 

Soon afterward Dankberg went to 
Cape Town at the invitation of the 
Governor of Cape Colony. He wanted 
to see the Witwatersrand gold mines, 
80 a special car was placed at his dis- 
posal to take him as far as the railroad 
ran. At Bloemfontein he found a 
group of gold and diamond magnates

Years passed and his mother died 
Millar changed somewhat and, appar- 
ently, his wills did, too. According to 
a well-known graduate of the univer- 
sity, Millar asked Sir Robert Falconer, 
president of the school, to visit him 
one day in February, 1926, the pur- 
pose being discussion of a new bequest 
to the university. For some reason, 
Sir Robert failed to keep the appoint- 
ment. Several months later, when Sir 
Robert did visit him——that was in Oc- 
tober, 1926, a short time before Mil- 
lar's death—the distinguished alumnus 
said nothing about any bequest. Sir 
Robert says now he had no knowledge 
that a new will was in existence at 
that time 

But if there was no new will in ex- 
istence when Sir Robert visited Millar, 
there certainly was one within a month 
thereafter. And it was a will which 
Millar himseif admitted was of un- 
usual character. 


y HEN it was made public it was 

WV found that the testator had 

explained himself in clause 9 as 
follows: 

“This will is necessarily uncommon 
and capricious because I have no near 
reiatives and no duty rests upon me 
to leave my property at death, and 
what I do leave is proof of my folly 
in gathering and retaining more than 
I required during a lifetime.” 

Millar then set down these provi- 
sions: 

1. That one share of stock in a 
brewery which he owned be given to 
each and every 
Orange lodge and to 
each and every ac- 
tive Protestant Min- 
ister in Ontario, 
“except one Sprack- 
lin, who shot a 
hotel keeper in an 
enforcement raid 
when Ontario was 
dry.”’ (Most of these 
ministers were pro- 
hibitionists. ) 

2. That one share 
of stock in a jockey 
club he owned be 
given to each and 
every Protestant 
minister in Wind- 
sor and Sandwich, 
Ontario. (Most of 
these had  disap- 
proved heartily of 
horse racing, even without betting.) 

8 That $19,000 be given to “a 
friend I bested in a business deal.” 

4. That another comparatively smal! 
sum be given to a priest to say masses 
for a friend, “who will need them 
wherever he is.” 

5 That the residue of the estate— 
it now amounts to $516,434—be given 
outright to the mother giving birth 
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Mrs. Florence Brown and 12 of her 13 living children. Mrs. Brown feels that she has the best chance of all contestants to

In spite of all the jesting about this 
will, and the declarations that it would 
be held invalid, the hopes of four To- 
ronto families rose sky-high when the 
terms were made public.

honors and the 
$500,000. Now, six 
years later, they are 
still running a dead 
heat. 

There is Mrs. 
Grace Bagnato, Ca- 
nadian born Italian, 
who is a grandmotb- 
er at 37. She was 
married when she 
was 13 years old, 
and in the 24 years 
since that time she 
has borne 21 child- 
ren, of whom 11 
are living. Her 
twenty-first child. a 
boy, was born last 
February, making 
six born since Millar's death. To help 
support this flock, Mrs. Bagnato serves 
as an interpreter in the Toronto courts. 

Running right along on even terms 
with Mrs. Bagnato is Mrs. Florence 
Brown. Mrs. Brown is 42 years 
old and has borne 27 children, 13 
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of whom are living. Like Mrs. 
Bagnato, she, too, has had six since 
Millar's death. She is particularly

proud of the fact that all her child- 
ren were single births. No twins or 
triplets for her. 

She, too, has to help support her 
brood, for her husband, who boasts of 
having undergone 104 operations, is 
unable to work. For some time now 
the doctors have been giving him but 
a year to live, but each year he fools 
them, and becomes the father of an- 
other child as well. In spite of their 
number, the Browns seem to get along 
very well on a siender income. They 
live in a comfortable home, which is 
neat and clean, and they have plenty 
to eat and wear. The two oldest boys 
and an uncle, who lives in the house- 
hold, are bakers, and the oldest girl, 
20, is a stenographer. 

Mrs. Bagnato and Mrs. Brown some- 
how are popularly regarded as the 
most promising contenders, but it is 
hard to see why this should be so, 
when Mrs. A. Harrison is in_the race. 
And she certainly is in the race. At 
36 she is the mother of 12 children 


‘of whom six have been born in the last 


sjx years. Had her sixth child been 
born just a month later, Mrs. Harrison 
would now be indisputably in the lead 
with seven instead of six, for that 
sixth child, Evelyn Rose Ann, arrived 
on October 3, 1926, just 28 days be- 
fore Millar died and the race official- 
ly started. Her dozen include two sets 
of twins, another circumstance that 
bodes no good for Mrs. Brown and 
Mrs. Bagnato. And these two sets of 
twins, incidentally, were born within 
the last six years. 

The only encouraging factor in 
her case is that she has not borne any 
children now for two whole years.

The fourth contender is said to be 
a Canadian-Italian mother who seems 
to be running as a dark horse, inas- 
much as her identity has never been 
made public. Reports may exaggerate 
the situation, but the reports are, 
nevertheless, that she has borne eight 
children in the last six years. How 
many of these are living has not been 
disclosed, but apparently that wont 
make any difference, for a lawyer 
close to the affairs of the Millar es- 
tate has ruled that still-born child- 
ren wil! count. 


HE requirement is that the births 

must have been registered under 

the Vita! Statistics Act, and it 

so happens that still-born children are 

registered under this as births as wei! 
as deaths. 

It was one Nancy Millar, a 78-year- 
old aunt by marriage of the philan- 
thropist, who first gave the contend- 
ing mothers a cause for alarm. Sev- 
eral years ago this Mrs. Millar, who 
lived in California, started action to 
establish her relationship to Charies 
Millar in an effort to eliminate other 
claimants. But before title to the es- 
tate could be decided, she died. Her 
husband was dead and she had no 
surviving kin nearer than nieces and 
nephews, but before her death she 
made an agreement with James A 
Noell, a Pasadena real esate agent, 
assigning to him her claim to the Mii- 
lar estate. Noell, claiming Millar's 
residuary clause was invalid, brought 
action immediately on the contention 
that Millar had died intestate. 

The case was before the courts for 
months and is now adjourned sine die.

Attorney-General W. H. Price, for 
one, thought along this line, and then 
followed up his thinking by introduc- 
ing a bill in the Legislature to escheat 
the residuary portion of the estate for 
the university. 

What a storm this raised! 

Eminent lawyers, King’s counsel, 
judges and lawmakers gave their 
opinions of the Government's action 
in no uncertain terms. They said such 
an action was without precedent, for 
in all other cases where the govern- 
ment had escheated there were no 
heirs and no will. By this time sev- 
eral more relatives had appeared and 
they set up a howl. The mothers 
fairly shrieked. 

“I am very disappointed,’ said Mrs 
Bagnato. ‘I knew something like 
that would happen. I don’t see how 
the Government can do such a thing. 
Didn't Mr. Millar leave his money to 
the mother with the biggest family? 
Cant a man do what he wants with 
his money?’ 


HE Browns quickly joined in the 
protest “You can expect any- 
thing these days,’ said Mrs. 
Brown. ‘‘The Government is hungry 
for money and poverty is in the air. 
But we're not going to let them havs 
it without a fight. I don't think the 
Government can touch it.” 

Mr. Brown, proud father that he 
is, was extremely provoked, too. 

‘Whoever gets the money will have 
a battle on his hands firat,’"’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘I’'m out to show the world 
we are real Canadians. If there's a 
fight, we'll fight. I'm out to fight 
Mra. Bagnato for the honor of having 
the largest family and we'll fight the 
government for the money. My wife 
has earned it already.” 

As it happened, all the wailing and 
Mr. Brown's frothing statements 
about fighting were quite unneces- 
sary, for by this time the whole thing 
was becoming a pain in the neck to 
the province of Ontario. After a sec- 
ond reading of the act, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Price changed his mind and withi- 
drew the bill 

“I told the House that the govern- 
ment had acted on the suggestion of 
the trustees who seemed to know the 
facts in connection with the will,” he 
explained. “It now appears that there 
are new claimants coming forward— 
people who say they are relatives. It 
also appears that still others may 
come forward to make claims on this 
estate. They want the Lientenant 
Governor to decide whether or not 
they maey have a portion. | am afraid 
that as a government we cannot take 
the responsibility of settling the 
claims for all these people.’

But the appearance of ali these 
reaitives failed to invalidate the stock 
of the contending mothers.
